Guard Offering New 
Cash Bonus Program 


For the remainder of the 
fiscal year (Sep. 70), enlist- 
ment bonus options are in 
effect for joining the Elba 
Army National Guard unit. 
Under the plan, this unit may 
offer enlistment bonus options 
to non-prior-service recruits. 
The unit received this option 
because it is critical to the 
Army's wartime mission. 

Under the program, a cash 
bonus or educational aid will 
be offered a volunteer at the 
time he enlists for six years. A 
recruit may choose one or the 
other. 

The program includes a 
$1,500 cash bonus for a mini- 
mum six-year enlistment, or 50 
percent education cost assist- 
ance - with a maximum of 
$2,000 - for a six-year enlist- 
ment.

Elba City Council Clashes With Mayor Over Truck 


The Elba City Council was 
short two members Tuesday 
night as Councilman Cleo 
Hawkins and Mike Russell 
were absent. The meeting was 
smooth for the most part until 
Mayor Folsom presented two 
prices on a 1'4-ton trash truck 
he said was needed “On 
emergency basis.” 


The three members of the 
Council present expressed con- 
cern over the increasing cost of 
gasoline ($3443.15 in March) 
and other expenses.

part of the city. Holley noted 
he would like to see a joint 
resolution from the City 
Council and Water and Electric 
Board assuring the people that 
city services would be rendered 
to them. He also expressed 
concern that immediate action 
on the extension could hurt 
Elba’s quest for federal grant 
monies to extend city water to 
these out lying areas. A joint 
meeting of the Council with 
the Utility Board was set for 
Tuesday to approve this 
resolution. 

Mrs. Linda Boyce presented, 
the Council with the findings oft 
the Library Committee as had 
been requested by the Council 
when they established the 
Library Facilities Committee. 
Mrs. Boyce showed the Council

WOMEN HAVE DRINKING 
PROBLEMS, TOO! 

A major stumbling block in 
our efforts to reach out to 
help the woman alcoholic is 
the mistaken idea we have 
about what an alcoholic is, 
particularly a woman al- 
coholic. Recently I saw a 
movie entitled, ‘“‘TheSecret 
Love of Sandra Blaine,’’ which 
brought this fact home to 
me, 

In the movie Sandra’s sec- 
ret love is a bottle,but the 
opening scene is deceiving. 
The scene is a cocktail party 
and the camera focuses ona 
concerned husband who is 
whispering to friends that he 
cannot find his wife. Almost 
immediately a door bursts 
open and in staggers an ob- 
viously drunk woman in her 
thirties. As her husband 
moves toward her, she 
knocks him out of the way 
and loudly demands another 
drink. While he tries to 
protest, she picks up a drink, 
lifts it to her lips, takes 
two faltering steps forward 
and falls flat on her face in 
front of the whole group. 

My immediate reaction 
was, ‘Well, there’s poor 
Sandra; she’s an alcoholic.” 
She certainly fitted the usual 
idea one has of the female 
alcoholic. She was loud and 
boisterous. She was wear- 
ing a revealing dress and 
too much makeup. 

But I was deceived, as we 
are many times deceived by 
the stereotype we associate 
with the alcoholic woman, 
After this scene, this wom- 
an is never shown again, The 
camera then focuses on an 
attractive, modestly dres- 
sed young mother who has 
only one drink at the party 
and leaves early to go home 
to see about her two young 
children, 

After seeing that her 
children are safely tucked 
in bed, she proceeds to her 
kitchen, opens the cabinet, 
pours herself a stiff drink, 
and relaxes in the privacy 
of her own home alone. This 
young mother is Sandra --.

Back in April of 1977, 
the U.S. Senate approved a 
ceiling on the outside income 
of its members. This action, 
which was part of a new 
ethics code, resulted primari 
ly from the fact that two 
months before, senators had 
accepted a 29 per cent pay 
raise that boosted their an- 
nual salaries to the present 
$57,500. 

The guidelines estab- 
lished then limited the 
amount of money a senator 
could receive for work done 
outside of Congress to 1S per 
cent of his salary -- or 
$8,625 -- and limited to 
$1,000 the amount they could 
be paid for each speech 
delivered or each news article 
that they wrote. 

That ceiling became ef 
fective Jan. 1 of this year. 


A few weeks ago, 
though -- much to my dis 
may -- the upper chamber 
acted to delay implementa 
tion of the outside income 
ceiling for four years. That 
meant, basically, that 


senators would be bound only 
by a ceiling set on outside in 
come by the 1976 Federal 
Election Campaign Act. That 
particular law limited to 
$25,000 the amount senators 
could annually earn for work 
outside of Congress, and put 
a $2,000 ceiling-on receipts 
for each individual speech or 
article.

This opening scene pre- 
Sents dramatically a major 
problem we face in our ef- 
forts to reach women alco- 
holics, Because ofthe stereo- 
type we have of the woman 
who drinks too much, we fail 
many times to identify prob- 
lem drinking and alcoholism 
among those we know and 
love until the disease is in 
its final stages and the 
losses are great. We fail 
to identify the problem be- 
cause when we think of wom- 
en alcoholics, we look for 
loud, brassy, flashy, bar- 
drinking, “loose women,” 

Suppose you have a 
friend whom you {feel may 
“drink a little too much,” 


‘But my friend,” you will 
Say, “‘couldn’t be an alco- 
holic -- she’s a devoted 
mother.”’ Or ‘‘she’s so tal- 
ented,” Or “‘she’s sopretty.” 
Or “she’s a lady.” ‘May- 
be,”’ you will say, “‘she drinks 
a little too much, but she just 
has lots of problems, She’ll 
be okay.”’ 

The problem is that she 
won’t be “okay” if she is 
Suffering from alcoholism, 
@ progressive disease which 
never gets better, only 
worse, and which, if not 
arrested, is fatal. 

An even worse problem 
than your failure to identify 
your friend’s alcoholism and 
try to help her is her inabil- 
ity to recognize her own 
problem and to seek help, 
while she still can. 

Because of our stereo- 
type of the female alcoholic, 
your friend will tell herself 
the same things you think - 
“I can’t be an alcoholic be- 
cause I love my husband and 
children and take good care 
of them. I don’t go out and 
drink in bars, I’m a lady.” 

Also because of this 
Stereotype, the woman al- 
coholic will very, carefully 
and very systematically hide 
her drinking from everyone 


‘age or better during the 


as long as possible, Even 
if she knows she is in trouble 


with alcohol, she can’t 
tell anyone because, “What 
will people think?” And the 
end result for her, just as 
it is for Sandra Blaine in the 
movie, can well be that she 
loses everything near and 
dear to her, even her own life, 

Yet this loss isneediess, 
Alcoholism is a treatable 
disease; it can be recognized 
and arrested in its early sta- 
ges before it takes its tol] 
both on the alcoholic and her 
family. 

The goal of the Women’s

Short, Sweet, And Routine 


The Elba Water and 
Electric Board held a very 
short meeting Tuesday night 
with Chairman Charles Hayes 
and Board Member Mike 
Russell absent. Mayor Robert 
Folsom, a member of the 
Board, presided over the meet- 
ing that lasted less than thirty 
minutes, 

Folsom reviewed the finan- 
cial condition of the Board for 
the month, and briefly dis- 
cussed the list of unpaid 
accounts. This included 29 
utility users a few days late 
with their payment, and total- 
ing $1,119.27. Eighteen ac- 
counts are considered inactive 
because they have moved, etc., 
and these accounts totaled 
$1,007.52. City Clerk Jack 
Prescott says some of these 
will pay, and others will have 
their deposit applied to the 
account. Twelve utility users 
have had their meters pulled 
for non-payment of bills total- 
ing $1,510.67. Prescott noted 
that most of these will pay 
their bill after they realize the 
need for the water and elec- 
tricity.

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The Coffee County 
Commission met on Monday, 
April 9, in regular session at 
the Courthouse-annex in 
Enterprise, and heard Sheriff 
Brice Paul state ‘‘] know our 
buildings are old, but they can 
be kept clean and | will use 
inmates at the jail to make 
sure they are kept clean.”’ 

Sheriff Paul was making 
his first official visit with the 
commission, and said, ‘‘We 
will try to keep the court- 
houses and the jail in the best 
possible shape. We've had 
trustees out cleaning around 
the. courthouses and we'll 
work on the grounds again 
when we get some fertilizer. 
We have some hard workers at 
the jail and they are willing to 
work. We have plans to paint 
the jail inside and out, and 
we'll also have workers clean- 
ing inside the courthouses. I 


. like to see our men work hard 


during the day so they can 
sleep well at night."’ 

Sheriff Paul told the 
commission he had named Ray 
Norris as Chief Deputy, and 
that Norris would be in charge 
of the Elba Division and the 
jail, as well as continuing his 
duties as Chief Investigator. 
Deputy Jim Henderson was 
promoted to the _— rank of 
Lieutenant and he will be over 
the Enterprise Division. 
Sheriff Paul stated he would 
oversee all the actions within 
his department, but felt 
someone needed to be in 
charge when he wasn’t 
available. 

In other matters, Sheriff 
Paul told the Commission: 
***he is working with the 
Attorney General’s office on 
the lawsuit filed by inmate 
Charlie Lee; 

***he has met with the Fire 
Marshall and work is being 
done to meet safety standards. 
Paul added that specifications 
are being drawn-up for a 
second-floor fire escape; 
***that a ‘‘Reserve Force’’ is 
being formed to help the 
Sheriff's Dept. when the need 
occurs; 

***the new patrol car is now in 
operation; 

**%that the National Crime 
Institute Computer was a vital 
source of information to the 
Dept., and stated that last year 
over $100,000 in stolen goods 
were recovered for victims in 
Coffee County. Sheriff Paul 
recommended the commission 
allocate funds to keep the 
computer in operation; 

**%and, told the board that in 
the future he will be back 
asking for pay raises and 
additional funds, and said, ‘‘I 
can assure you we will need 
every penny I ask for.”’ 

Monday’s bi-monthly meet- 
ing actually began at 10:00, 
with the first order of business 
on the agenda to open bids on 
a rubber tire front-end loader.

Sheriff Brice Paul addresses the County Commissioners 


Bids came from: Leary and 
Owens Equipment company 
- $38,488; Jeffcoat Equipment 
Company - $36,594; Ray 
Brooks Machinery - 
$43,129.55; Goshen Tractor 
Company - $37,898 and Bur- 
ford Equipment Company - 
$41,319. After a lengthy 
discussion, the commission 
voted to accept the low bid 
from Jeffcoat Equipment Com- 
pany. 

County Health Officer 
Kenneth Ball met with the 
commission and reported all 
three proposed landfill sites 
were satisfactory. In another 
matter, Ball stated he has 
made all but one employee 
lay-off (7 employees have been 
laid off) and that services to 
county residents had already 
been reduced. In a hopeful 
statement, Ball said, “‘I will 
attend a budget meeting this 
week and I hope to get at 
least some additional! funds.’’ 

Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer told the commission: 
***to remember to send in a 
personal financial report to the 
State Ethics Committee; 

***the Tax Collector had re 
quested permission to place 
all unpaid taxes in litigation 
for the 1978 tax year (Comm. 
approved request); 

***and, told the commission it 
neéds to nominate three county 
residents for appointment to 
the Board of Equalizations. 

County Attorney Braxton 
Rowe reported he had filed 
legal papers to the court in 
resistance to a motion for 
Summary Judgment in a suit 
concerning jail conditions and 


‘the lack of facilities in Enter- 


prise. The document stated 
“That the Defendants say that 
Plaintiffs are not entitled to 
Summary Judgment in that the 
Defendants are in the process 


of studying ways and means to 
raise revenue with which to 
alleviate the deplorable jail 
conditions existing in Coffee 
County.”’ 

The document also _men- 
tioned the petition being cir- 
culated to move the County 
Seat to Enterprise, and stated 
“the commission at this time 
does not know what jail 
facilities will be required in 
the event the County Seat is 
moved from Elba. . .”’ 


County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins told the commission: 
***there were two leaks in the 
roof at the office complex in 
New Brockton and asked if the 
roof was guaranteed; 

***it would cost $60,000 to 
repair and widen 2.3 miles of 
roadway near New Hope, and 
that total roadwork needing 
immediate action now totals 
$260,000; 

***that it would cost $2,702 to 
replace a concrete slab at 
Holley Mill Creek bridge; 
***and reported he was pro- 
moting three employees. 


Comm. Clerk Brunease 
Winston informed the com- 
missioners: 

***that all air conditioner fil- 
ters had been checked in the 
offices; 

***that L. M. Burch stated if 
he couldn’t find a truck driver 
this week, he would have to 
stop garbage pick-up; 

***that the City of Elba would 
patch potholes in the court- 
house parking area; 

**%and, that the county would 
lose 14 CETA slots due to 
expiration of the program. 

In Monday’s final action, 
the commission voted 
unanimously to endorse Circuit 
Judge Terry Butts as a 
possible District Court Judge.
